NEw YorRK, April 29.—From present indica- 
tions Saturday night will be made memorable 
by one of ths largest gatherings of organized 
labor seen here. The demonstration will be 
held in Ynion Square underthe direction of 
the Central Labor Union, which represents 
about 160 trades unions and labor clubs. 
Within a year the growth of the Central Labor 
Union has been wonderful, and ite member- 
ship is increasing every week. New trades 
unions are being organized as rapidly as pos- 


sible. The meeting has been called to favor a 


system of shorter hours of labor, and not, as 
many suppose, to make a united demand for 
eight hours, and, in case of a refusal 
on the part of the employers, 
to bring about a mammoth strike. 
All unions believe in short hours of labor, 


but they have come to the conclusion that the 
time bas not yet arrived to make a united de- 
mand for eight hours. Some of the trades 
will make an eight hour demand on May 1. 
Others willask for nine; and some will ask 
for ten hours. The meeting will indorse these 
demands, and, while it may favor eight hours 
for all trades, it will not insist on obtaining 
the concession at present 3 in the cases 
of trades that have already notified their em- 
—— of the adoption of the eight-hour rule. 
he meeting will declare that men who work 
fourteen and sixteen hours per day, should 
have twelve; that men who work twelve should 
have ten, and that men who work ten 
should have eight or nine hours. a7 reducing 
the hours of work, the Central Labor Union 
hopes toincrease the demand for labor and 
enable thousands of people, out of work, to 
get — employment. me time ago, when 
the building trades, embracing among others, 
brick-layers, plasterers, lathers, piumbers, 
painters, roofers, framers, hoisting engineers 
and laborers, made a demand that nine hours 
should be aday’s work, it was granted. This 
year the men will make no further demands 
and will abide by the Rime-hour rule, as they 
promised their employers they would do.

Labor. The company finally consented, and 
we were ‘fired.’ One of the discharged men 
had been employed by the road for five years. 
One was a Quaker and would not join a secret 
0 ization because it was contrary to his 
religious belief. All of us were married and 
had families to care for. It came pretty hard. 
We had an interview with the superinten- 
dent of the line, H. B. Wilson. He 
said he could not help us, and sent us tothe 
President, Mr. Hays. The latter told us he 
was sorry, and would give us letters of rec- 
ommendation, but he could not afford to 
offend the Knights of Labor. He did not dare 
to reinstate us. We sought out the President 
of the sixth Avenue Line, and he also said 
that he did not care to employ a non-union 
man. The meal was tting low in the barrel 
at home when this strike came like a Godsend. 
Three of us came over here the day it took 
228 and got work at once. Since then the 
‘nights of Labor have laid for us on our way 
home. They have tried to induce us to leave 
the company’s service, but have failed. We 
all live over on the West Side, and have to 
to our homes by out-of-way routes to avoid 
violence.’’ 


Shorter Hours or More Pay. 


CHICAGO, April 29.—The employes of the 
West Division street car shops notified Super- 
intendent Cregor Tuesday that they would 
adopt tne eight-hour rule on May 1; and would 


expect the same pay as they were receiving at 
resent. Mr. Cregor replied: ‘‘Times are 
ard, and asked them if they would not re- 
consider the matter.

a finger to save him from jail. Lillad- 
hur Kessowjee, the son, was on the 
debtors’ side of the jail for some time, 
and eventually died from disease aggra- 
vated if not brought on by his excesses. 
Owing to the notoriously evil life of the 
son, and his flagrant breaches of caste 
rules, Mr. Kessowjee and his family were 
rr by their caste until they 
had made a — image to Benares to ex- 
piate their s y the course of religious 
discipline prescribed on such occasions.

THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 

The approach of the ist of May, which 
has been widely talked of as the date fixed 
on for a general movement in favor of 
eight hours, has undoubtedly checked the 
customary activity of business operations, 
but there is no reason for any serious 
alarm about either the immediate or fut- 
ure consequences of the movement. 
The whole field of industry has for 
some time presented a spectacle of 
wide-spread agitation, which has in- 
cluded in its scope the discussion of every 
phase and detail of the labor question. 
There is nothing unhealthy in such an 
agitation, and a generation which has 
survived the great disturbance of the civil 
war can afford to continue the even tenor 
of its daily life while its working classes 
are trying experiments for the purpose of 
bettering their condition. | 

The eight-hour movement is merely a 
part of that general effort which already 
includes the ideas of co-operation, arbi- 
tration and trade unionism, and which 
will undoubtedly make its influence felt in 
national and local legislation. Every 
effort to improve the condition of any 
large number of our citizens should com- 
mend itself to the attention and fairness of 
the whole nation, andthe eight-hour move- 
ment has in it an element of generosity 
which deserves special notice. Thoughtful 
and honest workingmen support it be- 
cause they believe that under its opera- 
tion employment will be given more 
steadily to that large number who, under 
the present conditions, are habitually 
out of employment. In this opinion they 
may be mistaken, but it it is an error it is 
@ generous one, and a cause which is ani- 
mated by such sentiments is not likely to 
do serious injury to any valuable interest.

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 

The annual discussion in Congress of the 
river and harbor bill is the occasion on 
which the Congressional fancy wings its 
loftiest flights and the Congressional in- 
tellect throws off its heaviest slabs of logic, 
like flakes of bark from a scaly-bark tree. 
On this inspiring anniversary Poesy 
plumes her wings and Wisdom trims her 
lamp; vulgar and friffiing objects fade 
from view, and the enduring and sublime 
emerge above the horizon. When the 
member from the Goose Oreek district, for 
instance, remembers that his chances for 
renomination may depend on getting 
$10,000 for the improvement of said creek, 
en apprebeuision arises that acts like a 
Castalian draught quaffed by a drowsy 
bard. Energy, fire and  hardihood 
take the place of sloth, indolence 
and timidity, and the ordinary cross- 
roads politician soars temporarily to 
the dizzy plane of the orator and the 
statesman. The exact size, condition and 
depth of Goose Creek are immaterial mat- 
ters; the resources of an ardent fancy may 
be relied on to supply the natural defects 
of the stream to be improved—to deepen 
the channel, remove cascades, and set the 
banks farther apart. Goose Creek may be 
navigable only for naked small boys and 
large frogs, but the alchemy of impas- 
sioned oratory will work the necessary 
transformation, like the fairy’s wand 
converting mice into carriage horses for 
Cinderella’s use. 

On former occasions Mr. S. S. Cox has 
been the ruling spirit of the annual river 
and Harbor debate. He had acquired a 
conceded prescriptive right to that posi- 
tion, and no debate on such a bill could 
be regarded complete or satisfactory till 
Mr. Cox had shed upon it the tender 
radiance of his opulent fancy. But in an 
hour that was fraught with evil for this 
periodic debate, Mr. Cox was sent abroad 
in the service of his country, and the re- 
cent debate had to drag along as best it 
could without him. Mr. Bach of New 
York tried to fill the vacancy that could 
not be filled, and discoursed about the 
silvery waters of the Yellowstone in feeble 
imitation of Mr. Cox’s eulogy on the ob- 
soure creek whose name cannot be pro- 
nounced by a white man; but the effort 
was not a success. After Uriefly ambling 
before the mirror, Mr. Buck had to lay 
aside the too heavy crown of the absent 
King. Well may the disappointed public 
remark: 

Where was Roderic then?

A DORMANT POWER. 

The independent“ oil refiners of Cleve- 
land were in Chicago a few days ago en- 
gaged in a wild hunt for some railroad 
agent who would give them the same rate 
the Standard Ou monopoly gets on ship- 
ments from Chicago to the Pacific coast. 
They found, of course, that the through 
rates are fixed, not by local roads subject 
to State laws, but by transcontinental 
lines that have for years past, in the ab- 
sence of any act of Congress regulating 
inter-State commerce by rail, regulated 
that commerce to suit themselves; dis- 
criminating as they pleased; helping the 
big fish to eat up the little ones, the strong 
combinations of capital to crush out all 
competition from individual enterprise. 

The Pacific lines that do this were all 
built with capital furnished by the United 


States Government; with public money | 


great public highways across the con- | 


tinent for the common benefit of the peo- 
ple at large. Such discriminations as the 
managers of these aided and subsidized 
lines practice are a gross abuse of their 
public franchises, of their public obliga- 
tions as common carriers, and are declared 
by all the courts illegal. But they are 
continued with impunity, and, apparent- 
ly, with the consent of Congress, because 
Congress persistently leaves them un- 
checked by aught save the puny and in- 
effectual remedies of the common law. 

Both the United States Circuit Court 
Ohio and the Supreme Court of that State 
gave judgment against the Lake Shore & 
Michigan road but recently for the full 
amount that road had charged SCHOFIELD, 
SHURMER & TEAGLE of Cleveland in excess 
of the rate it had charged the Standard 
Oil Company. Both tribunals held also 
that the road could be restrained by 
injunction from discriminating in favor 
of large shippers and against small ones, 
either in the matter of rates or facilities. 
But these decisions cannot successfully 
follow a shipment from one road to an- 
other, and across several States and juris- 
dictions, where several connecting roads 
are concerned in making a through rate 
and concealing discriminations by means 
of secret rebates and under-billing. The 
railroads are, therefore, still discriminat- 
ing in favor of the Standard Oil Company, 
paying it millions in the way of rebates, 
and helping that great monopoly to swal- 
low and digest all who dare attempt to 
conduct an independent oil business. 

And this is not all. The capitalists 
who compose the managing rings of these 
great corporations are, by virtue of the 
blackmailing power of discrimination 
which they are permitted to exercise over 
the commerce of the country, acquiring 
control of the country’s entire mineral 
wealth, regulating trade to suit their own 
private investments, dominating all pri- 
vate enterprises, subjecting all the indus- 
tries of the peopleto the power of affiliated 
monopolies,and making business men and 
business communities more dependent on 
railroad favor than ever — retainers 
or vassal villagers were on tiie will of au- 
tocratic barons. And the aggrandizement 
of this new social and political domina- 
tion will go on till the only power that 
is authorized to cope with or restrain it, 
the power to regulate inter-State com- 
merce, shall be exercised by an unawed 
and unbought Congress. , 

— — — e — — — 

SENATOR Bram is laboring diligently to 
commit the Republican party to Prohibi- 
tion. If this is acoomplished, it is safe to 
conclude that the existing Prohibition 
party will be at once absorbed in the Re- 
publican party; but the latter organiza- 
tion will lose more members than it will 
gain, besides embarking in a chimerical 
crusade of doubtful expediency and uncer- 
tain moral soundness. The extirpation of 
the liquor traffic from the face of the 
earth would be approved by a ma- 
jority of good and wise men, but 
it would take a very extreme opti- 
mist to believe such a thing pos- 
sible with all the agencies and en- 
ergies that the Prohibition element 
can bring to bear. Senator Buiam has in- 
troduced aconstitutional amendment pro- 
hibiting the Manufacture or sale of alco- 
holic liquors as beverages in the United 
States. He intimates that if he cannot 
get the Republican party to uphold such a 
measure, after patient and earnest effort, 
he will quit the party and carry all with 
him who can be persuaded to follow. The 
Senator cannot make much headway with 
the proposed amendment at present, but 
in 1888 he may have someting more to 
say on the subject. Hewill probably try 
to have a Prohibition plank inserted in 
the platform of the next National Repub- 


lican Convention. 
— . — 
Tin most formidable feature of the labor 


emeutes in Belgium, the one which makes 
them most difficult for the Government 
to deal with and which occasions the most 
anxiety and apprehension in the public 
mind, is now reported to be the utter ab- 
sence of anything like organization among 
the strikers. The outbreaks, violent and 
destructive as they are, are mere 
spasms of brute force, striking blindly 
and recklessly in sudden passion, 
as despairing crowds are apt to 
do. There are no leaders, no committees, 
no semblance of organization through 
which these masses of misery and turbu- 
lence can be pacified or restrained, and 
the volleys that kill and disperse mobs in 
one place do not prevent them from break- 
ing out again in other places. It is feared 
that an organized popular rebellion may 
grow out of sucha state of affairs, and 
both the Government and people feel that 
the situation would be less dangerous if 
the strikers were under the control and 
guidance of. responsible labor organiza- 
tions.

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Tun House Committee on Agriculture 
proposes to reinforce State legislation 
against oleomargarine by imposing an 
internal revenue tax of $600 per annum 
on manufacturers, $480 on wholesale deal- 
ers and $48 on retail dealers engaged in 
the bogus butter trade. The bill agreed 
upon by the committee requires that all 
packages of the goods shall be of wood, 
stamped and branded, and stringent reg- 
ulations with heavy penalties are provided 
to insure the payment of the taxes and to 
prevent the sale of any oleomargarine 
which is not properly stamped and 
branded, or which, being intended for 
food, shall prove on examination to be 
deleterious to health. If Congress has the 
power to regulate and tax the liquor 


between the oleomargarine interest and 
the dairy interest.

Calling Out Troops. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The law does not call for the life of a striker 
who works himselfinto an ugly temper and 
gives vent to vaporings and threats. If a 
dozen, a hundred, or a thousand such men get 
together and vex the peace of the community 
it does not follow that they must be cut down 
by volleys from the militia and made to suffer 
death as the penalty for disorderly conduct. 
A military force does not act in the execution 
of writs; it carries no clubs, handcuffs, or 
pocket arms: it does not aim to put men under 
arrest and lodge them in jail—but to clear the 
ground atall hazards and slaughter without 
hesitation and without remorse all who stand 
in the way. The use of military power is the 
last argument of Kings, and it ought cer- 
tainly to be the last resortin the government 
ofafree country. The growing tendency in 
this country to call out the military to relieve 
and act as substitutes for the police ought not 
to be encouraged. It is a rare occurrence 
when troops are called ont in England to sup- 
press labor strikes or bread riots, and the lives 
of American citizens are certainly as valuable 
as those of British subjects. 


Lobbyists on the Floor, 
From Remarks of Delegate Voorhees, W. T. 

Mr. Speaker, it has been an open secret that 
ever since the beginning of this Oongress a 
lobby, powerfully organized in the interest of 
various railroad corporations in thig country, 
has infested this capital, and that the rules of 
the House have been openly, repeatedly and 
notoriously set at defiance by some members 
of said lobby. Eversince I took my seat as a 
delegate in this House I have encountered 
upon the floor during the sessions of the 
House an ex-member of Congress whose 
acquaintance I first made while he was appear- 
ing as an attorney for the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company before the Committee on 
the Public Lands, of which I am a member. 
He appeared before that committee in the 
capacity of an attorney and made a lengthy 
argument antagonizing the favorable consid- 
eration of any measure looking to the for- 
feiture of the land grant of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company. Since that time 
repeatedly he has been on the floor of the 
House, and his appearance here has been of 
almost daily occurrence.

THE TRAGEDIAN TOTTERED. 


Edwin Booth’s Fall and Strange Condition 
During Last Night’s Performance. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsraTcu. 

New York, April 29.—The second perform- 
ance oft Othello, with Salvini in the title 
role and Edwin Booth as Iago, crowded the 
Academy of Music last night from pit to dome. 
There was barely standing room on the first 
floor, and every box was occupied. With the 
opening of the play the enthusiasm of this 
great audience began to manifest itself in great 
rounds of applause, but as the sec- 
ond act progressed it was made ap- 
parent that Mr. Booth was not himself. 
Applause gave place to mute astonishment 

a peeseatay to expressions of disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction. Mr. Booth spoke 
his lines in a voice that was scarcely audible, 
and merely walked through the part. With 
the opening of the third act his condition was 

no means improved, and the mortification 
of the spectators was completed when, after 
rising from the fall which he had received at 
the hands of Othello, Mr. Booth tottered un- 
certainly upon his legs for a moment and then 
fell face downwards into the footlights, break- 
ing the guard chain and only narrowly 
escaping a tumble into the laps of the 8 
who sat in the front row of the orchestra. 
was helped to his feet amid the hisses ofa 
few of the spectators, the vast majority — 
those present being apparently unable 
realize the truth of bis condition. During the 
rest of the play Mr. Booth was incoherent and 
roceeded with his lines in total disregard — 
is cues, and in the closing act an arm 
supernumaries r stood in fron 
him and hid him from e audience *

FINE PROSPECTS. 


The Condition of the Wheat Crops in Dak- 
ota and Minnesota, 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 29.—During the 
past few days some portions of Minnesota and 
Dakota have been visited by snowstorms and 
frosts. The former have done more good than 
harm, as moisture was much needed, particu- 


larly in Southern Dakota, where very little 
snow fell last winter, leaving the ground dry 
thisspring. The rains have extended all over 
the Northwest, being the heaviest in South- 
western Minnesota. Much ofthe seed sown 
on the dry ground had not sprouted, but the 
rain will start it at — The frosts have been 
heavy ite in places to form ice, but no

No Official Utterance Yet Sent 
Forth, but the End Near. 


Dr. Thomas O'Reilly Explains the Conditions 
Upon Which the Declaration Will Be 
Made—The Congressional Committee Will 
Be Here To-Night—Job Printers Desert 
Their Cases—Tanners Threaten to Quit 
Work—The Labor Situation in This Neigh- 
borhood. 


The General Executive Board of the Joint

One of these is to 
be assistant director at $4,500 and the other 
two are to receive $4,000 each. There are to be 
no more than 135 servicejstations, including the 
one at Washington.

THE IRISH REPRESENTATIVES TO REMAIN 
IN THE IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


General Feeling in Great Britain Regarding 
the Home-Rule Bill—The Turco-Grecian 
Trouble—Excitement and Public Meetinge 
at Athens—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 29.—Above the clamor of in- 
numerable speeches and amid the yards of 
correspondence in every newspaper, two 
pointe with regard to the Irish question can 
be detected gradually growing clear. First, 
the country asa whole will not tolerate the 
exclusion of Irish members from the Imperial 
Parliament, and second, the outcome of the 
whole discussion willbe to bring Imperial 
federation several stages nearer. From private 
as well as public sources I learn that Scot- 
land will insist with one voice that the Irish 
members shall remain at Westminster. In 
fact, this point may be almost regarded as 
settled over Gladstone’s head. Advanced 
Liberals of both countries regard the 
chamber proposed in the bill 
as entirely opposed tothe principle of pop- 
ular representation. As regards Scotland, a 
correspondent who has been traveling there 
specially to investigate the Scotch Yeeling 
and for whose care and impartiality I can 
vouch, writes that the Edinburgh Liberals, 
asa body, object tothe home-rule bill, not 
because it concedes home rule, but because 
it concedes home rule ofawrong kind or 
rather in the wrong Way. In brief, 


THEY WANT A GENERAL SYSTEM 

under which Scotland as well as Ireland could 
partake of the benefits of self-government. 
Especially they insist upon the presence in the 
Imperial Parliaments at Westminster of 
representatives of the States whose 
domestic business is transacted in the home 
Parliaments. The Imperial Federation idea, in 
short, has taken a strong hold on the Scotch 
people. If Ireland is not represented at West 
minster now, they say,‘‘how shall we be when 
our turn for home rule comes! Against 
the land-purchase bill Scotch opinion is 
irrevocably set and English opinion is getting 
stronger. The resolutions passing every- 
where are expressions of persona! confidence 
in Gladstone. To-day acorrespondent writes 
to a Liberal London paper declaring that there 
is great admiration and gratitude for Giad- 
stone, but protesting against attributing to 
him the characteristics of the Almighty. 

Matthew Arnold’s article, called the Nadir 
of Liberalism,’’ in the Nineteenth Century, to

AROUSES MUCH INTEREST. 


It begins by dwelling on the barren character 
of Gladstone’s Legislature, compared with 
that of other great European leaders. He says 
the reason why Gladstone had not succeeded 
hitherto in the real high work of statesmanship 
is because he is an unrivaled parliamentary 
leader and manager. It proceeds: ‘‘The pro- 
ject of giving a separate parliament to Ireland 
has every fault which a project of State can 
have. It takes one’s breath away to find En- 
glish statesmen propounding it. The in- 
dictment of Home Rule is the tool 
lowing: ‘‘It is simply to cut the Irish 
adrift in their present state of feeling, send 
them away with a sense of exasperation rank 
ling with the memory of our dehavior 
and treatment fresh in their minds. What is it 
but to leave the sense of exasperation to last 
forever, and «ive them more full 
and free scope for indulging it? 
The measure will be imputed to our fears or 
our foolishness; to no more worthy or winning 
motives will it, indeed, be due. The tempta. 
tion to give the Irish Legislature ample juris- 
diction to extend and enjarge its range of 
action, would be irresistible. The very brin- 
laney and ‘verve of Irishmen necessitate it. 
The proper publie feld for the Irishman of 
signal ability is the imperial parliament. He 
is good for us there and we for bim.
